A  WORD  TO  TUZ  PLEBEIANS. 
Agricole  !— **  Veuieuti  occurite 
morbo.  Virgil. 
Quell  the  difeafe  in  its  rile,  ye 
fwjins. 

VlTiGIL  meant  a  difeafe.  in  cat- 
tle ;  but  I  mean  a  political 
difeafe  amongft.  our  fellow  citizens, 
.  yes,  and  it  is  a  growing  one.  — 
Bat  how  lhall  a  plebeian  unaiiilt- 
ed  by  party,  friend*  or  relations, 
attempt  the  teak,  the  invidious  task 
Or  opening  to  view  the  machina- 
tions ami  ambitions  plans  of  oar 
newly  modelled  patricians?  who 
have  been,  and  thill  are,  the  fde 
authors  of  this  difeafe  amonglt  its. 
— Let  us  with  patience  and  can- 
dor examine  the  rife  and  progreu 
thereof. 

About  4  years  ago,  1  well  remem- 
ber, this  was  thegeneral  queilion, 
in  Kentucky;  what  (hall  we  do  ? 
lhall  we  feparate  from  Viiginia, 
or  not? — The  rich,  the  great,  the 
defigninz  amongfl  us  ro  a  man, 
cried  put  "  Let  us  become  a  fepa- 
rate State,  if  polhble." — Who  alfo 
held  forth  many  pompous  and 
pladfible  arguments  in  favour  of 
the  riches,  honor  and  independen- 
cv,  that  would  naturally  refill t  by 
a  Reparation  from  the  parent  ttate, 

Virginia.  The   honeflell,  the 

mod  indullrious  and  by  far  the 
molt  numerous  part  of  the  com- 
munity (notwithflunding  the  inde- 
fatigable elotpience  of  S — T— — . 
the  plebeian's  real  friend)  fell  a 
victim  to  the  fophiltry  of  the  rich 
and  defiguing  few. 

Two  years  are  now  palling  a- 
wav  fince  the  commencement  of 
q  '  feparate  State :  Let  us  take  a 
•  y  view  of  the  bleihngs  and 

[vantages  thereof. 

Have  our  frontier  inhabitants 
b-en  more  readily  and  ably  pro- 
&e  fced  under  our  new  gove  w- 
irient  than  under  our  old  one  ?  I 
beiieve  they  have  been  equally 
ne<Jcaed  and  protected  by  both. 
•T'lerefoie  in  this  point  of  view, 
ai]  a  molt  important  point,  ic 
has  always  been  deemed  by  the 
ablefl  politicians  ;  we  have  gained 
no  advantage.  Have  we,  locally,- 
better  adapted  and  more  falutary 
laws  ban  we  formerly  had  ?  Some 
a  e  better  ;  many  are  worfe.  ■ 
Kave  our  leg"i(lative  body  done  a- 
ny  tiling  to  p.o:no:e  the  ufeful 
arts  or  fciences  ?  No  ; — as  the 
molt  part  of  them  were  totally 
ignorant  of  the  great  advantages 
inherent  in  thefe  matters:  they 
have  hitherto,  been  futfered,  to 
lie  neglected.  Should  not  they 
have  put  a  Hop  to  the  importation 
of  filler  Kuous  merchaiulife  into 
our  ftate  ?  Should  not  they  by  law 
have  adopted  and  patronized  the 
manufacturing  of  the  products  of 
our  fertile  country  ?  As  man  is  an 
imitative  being  by  the  facrafice 
of  famallical  drefs  and  empty 
parade  they  might  have  kept  thou- 
sands of  pounds  in  our  Hate. — Had 
the  governor  and  each  legiliator 
gone  uniformly  appareled  in 
nomefpua  ;  would  not  they  have 
done  us  iufnmiitely  more  real  f.-r- 
vice,  than  by  ftrutting  about  in 
the  fenfelefs,  unpicfi.aLde  gay  at- 
tire of  importation  ? 

But  thefe  were  things  too  tr  i  fling 
for  fuch  exuberant  geniufes  to 
coiidefccnd  to  take  much  notice 
of.  The  legislature  had  buliueii 
of  far  more  importance  to  tranf- 
act  ;  the  teeming  and  dividing  of 
the  loaves  and  fillies  were  their 

principal  and  higheft  concern  

Have  they  eafed  us  any  thing  in 
the  really  eliential,  but  often  grie- 
vous article  of  taxation  ?  No—  The 
purfes  of  each  Plebian  can  give 
ample  testimony  to  the  contrary. 
—  They  like  Rehoboam,  have  for 
the  gentle  whip  of  mild  Virginia 
given  us  the  levere  fcourge,  the 
Scorpion.  Perhaps,  I  {hall  fpeak 
greatly  within  bounds,  if  I  fay, 
they  have  loaden  us  ten  times 
more.  And  to  add  to  the  general 
nialeconduct  of  their  proceedings, 
they  will  receive  from  us  no  com- 

mut  ibles  in    payment  thereof.  

As  if  we  poffefied  the  gold  ofO- 
phir,  even  the  county  clerk's  fees, 


now,  inufr  be  all  cam.  At  this 
time,  I  lhall  omit  particularizing 
fome  of  our  laws  which  they  have 
made  us  ;  which  certainly  are  fu- 
perlativcjy  ridiculous,  if  not  un- 
conitiuitional. 

Let  us,  like  good  phyficians, 
minutely  explore  the  origin  of 
this  malady;  take  away  the  caufe 
and  the  elfect  will  ceafe. 

As  a  number  of  thefe  gentle- 
men, who  under  the  Vrginian 
conllitution  or  form  of  govern- 
ment had  thruit  themfelves,  or  had 
been  thruit  by  their  friends  into 
lucrative  offices  and  of  power  ;  by 
the  inattention  and  Simplicity  of  us 
the  Plebeians, got  themfelves  thruft 
and  fqueezed  in  again  to  conflitute 
our  form  of  government.  And  as 
the  love  of  power  like  that  of  riches 
is  infinite  ;  in  our  conllitution  they 
hav  e  made  a  wide  aud  open  do»r  for 
tlieiry"utnrf  and  progr  JJive  flrides  to 
aggrandize  tnemfelvt  a>:d  theirs. 
Therefore,  this  dooi  let  us  barricade 
Let  us  annihilate  the  arilloc rtttt  parts 
of  our  conllitution. — Let  us  dele- 
gare proper  perfons  to  execute  this 
confequcntial  and  mod  important 
bufinefs.  For  as  a  free  people  we 
have  a  right  at  any  or  .11  times  to 
alter,  reform  or  abolifh  our  go- 
vernment or  conltitution. 

As  truth  is  bell  efiablifhed  by 
faifU,  let  us  dwell  a  little  on  the 
proceedings  of  thofe  who  may  be 
deemed  aristocrats  and  patricians, 
and  behold  the  trap  they  have  laid 
and  in  which  they  catch  US. 

In  the  conititation  they  tell  us 
the  powers  of  government  lhall  be 
divided  into  three  diltir.ct  depart- 
ments ;  each  of  them  to  be  confid- 
ed to  a  feparate  body  of  maghtra- 
cy,  to  wit:  thofe  which  are  legif- 
lative  to  one;  thofe  which  are  ex- 
ecutive to  another;  :uid  thofe 
which  are  judiciary  to  another. 

An  excellent  promife;  but  how 
have  they  performed  it  ?  In  the 
twenty-fourth  fection  of  »he  fame 
article,  in  the  fame  coaltitution  ; 
they  again  tell  ur>,  that  jultices  of 
the  peace  lhall  be  eligible  as  legis- 
lators— O  !  admirable  conliltency, 
unparalleled  propriety,  and  egre- 
gious policy  ! — And  who  and  what 
are  thefe  jultices  of  the  peace  ? 
They  are  all  judges  of  the  law. — 
And  fome  of  them  too  are  judges 
in  civil  cafes  of  the  bight-it  polfi- 
ble  importance  and  magnitude. 
And  do  they  Hop  here  ?  No— They 
have  no  furall- fhai  e  in -the  execu- 
tive department.  They  act  as 
counfellors  to  and  with  the  gover- 
nor. They  are  confided  vv  ith  that 
olfice,  which  in  well  policed  coun- 
tries is  confided  to  a  body  altoge- 
ther diltiuct  from  the  l'egiflarive 
and  judiciary  ;  commonly  called 
the  privy  council.  Now  what  may 
be  the  conlequcnce  of  fb  much 
power  being  concentred  in  one 
fet  of  men)  We  fliall,  for  in- 
stance, fuppofe  a  governor  may  be 
(which  by  the  by  is  fometimes  the 
cafe)  a  very  well  difpofed  and  good 
man,  and  as  brave  as  the  greatV 
Julius  in  the  field  of  battle  ;  andA. 
Tike  Julius  alfo  may  wi/h  to  place 
his  meritorious  friends  in  office  as 
a  reward  for  their  merit  ;  but, 
alas  !  what  can  he  do  in  this  cafe  ? 
He  can  nominate  and  he  may  no 
initiate  eternally  until  he  luckily 
hit  upon  fome  one  of  their  relati- 
ons, or,  pei  adventure,  a  friend  to 
their  caufe,  vv  ho,  for  years  previ- 
oufly,  bad  danced  attendance  upon 
fome  of  them. — Or  they  may  mu- 
tually agree,  ''oblige  ine  and  I'll 
oblige  thee."— How  unlike  the 
Romans  are  our  modern  patrici- 
ans !  which  brave  people,  as  Livy 
informs  us,  arrived  to  the  arm  oft 
ft  retch  of  glory  by  rew  arding  me- 
rit wherefoever  they  found  it  a- 
monglt  their  fubjects.  Hut  deplo- 
rable is  thy  power,  O  !  governor, 
whofoever  thou  art,  that  canft  not 
promote  one  deferving  man.  From 
my  foul  I  pity  thee.— But  again, 
for  inltance  fake,  I  (hall  fuppofe, 
if  it  be  lawful  to  make  ufe  of  the 
expreffion,  that  at  one  time  or  o- 
ther  we  may  polliblyhave  a  PaHive 
Executive.  By  which  I  mean  ave>y 
well  dilpcded  inoifenlive  fort  of  a 


body,  with  not  too  much  penetra- 
tion about  him,  nor  ltiffncfs  of  o- 
pinion.  What  will  be  the  confe- 
quence  then  ?  It  will  be  exactly 
and  plainly  this  :  Our  complex 
and  augult  body  ofjuflices  of  the 
peace  will  lead  by  the  nofe  this 
pallive  executiv  e  j  uit  as  they  pleafe. 
Then  they  will  truly  be  Ourjndi- 
cru  e  legif  attire  and  govei  nor. — 
And,  ip  Ihort,  they  will  be  in  all 
and  through  all  and  above  all  and 
in  them  alone  will  all  authority 
and  government  confift. 

Admitting  that  now  we  have  fif- 
teen counties  in  our  flare,  and  that 
upon  an  average  we  have  fifteen 
jultices  of  the  peace  in  each  coun- 
ty, we  (hall  or  may  have  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  petty  tyrants 
in  a  petty  ltate.  From  which  may 
the  Lord  in  his  infinite  mercv  de- 
liver us — Now,  1  have  fai»ly  de- 
monltratcd  by  what  facile  and  na- 
tural means  our  government  may 
be,  if  we  fuffer  the  jultices  of  the 
peace  to  polflfs  fuch  complicated 
and  unlimited  powers,  the  worfl. 
in  the  uimetfe.  For  it  is,  certain- 
ly more  tolerable  and  of  courfe 
more  eligible  to  have  but  one  ty. 
rant  than  two  hundred  and  twen- 
ty five.  Befides,  their  number 
will  ftill  in  create  in  proportion  to 
the  increafe  of  population  and  the 
formation  of  new  counties. 

Now  v\e  have  feen  who  the  hi  n  f- 
ticesof  the  peace  are  ;  let  us  lee' 
what  they  are. 

They  are,  ye  plebeians,  but  men 
with  the  fame  pallions,  infirmities 
and  prejudices  asyourfelvcs  ;  per- 
haps,  their  natural  talents  are  e- 
V  qual  to,  but  not  fuperior  to  yours, 
what  their  education  or  acquired 
abilities  are  j  their  beautiful  writ- 
ing, accurate  jpelliug  and  elegant  di&i* 
cr,  abunaauih  teftify.  In  this  point 
of  view  are  they  not  inferior  to 
the  plebeians  in  general  ?  But  how- 
ever to  do  thein  juflice  in  this 
refpect,  perhaps  their  liicratuie 
would  not  quite difgrace  a  Cobbler. 
What  (hall  we,  indijcriminaieiy,  con- 
demn every  gentleman  of  that 
clafs  ?  By  no  means.— For  theie 
are  of  that  denomination  Jornt, 
whofe  philanthropy,  polkenefs  & 
intelligence  do  honor  to  human 
nature. — But  the  omnifcient  knows 

the  paucity  of  their  number.  

They  are  the  '  rat  i  vaflo  in  gurcite 


ving  Juflice  be  carried  ?  To  the 
court  of  Ojuarter  Sellions-  And 
who  are  the  Judges  there  ?  A 
ft  How  Juflice  of  the  Peace  and 
a  fellow  law  maker,  well  met  ; 
happy  union  !  Dear  to  each  o- 
tiicr  by  the  mutual  killing  ties 
of  office  and  of  interefl.  O  !  du- 
rable, thrice  happy  connexion. 
1  lhall  leave  the  inferrence  to  be 
made,  in  this  cale,  to  the  imagi- 
nation of  my  ingenious  reader.  I 
need  not  inform  what  uncommon 
glolfes  and  perverted  interpreta- 
tion1; of  the  law  can  be  giv  en  by 
men  of  fimilar  fituations  and  iimi- 
lar  intereftsin  favor  of  each  other- 
Can  they  not  play  alternately  into 

t  ach  ethers  hands  ?  — Dange.'ous  

as  the  privy  council  patrician  juf- 
tic»s  have  made  jullices  of  thole 
who  have  numerous  families,  re- 
lations and  connections;  fo  that 
from  a  principle  of  interefl  of 
pride  ami  of  gratitude  they  may 
calculate,  almofl,  upon  a  certainty 
of  fecuring  their  future  elections  ; 
and  of  continuing  in  their  fupe- 
riority  in  the  police  of  our  ftates. 
—  Dangerous — as  long  as  a  majo- 
rity of  jultices  is  continued  in  the 
legillative  departaitnt ;  they  have 
in  their  powc  r  to  augment  the  pay 
ol  their  own  fei vices;  and  the 
higher  their  pay,  the  greater  is 
their  Itimtilus  to  encourage  litiga- 
tion and  petty  fuits.  And  is  it  not 
us  Ice^  dangerous  alfo  to  let  them  have 
the  fined  decilion  of  the  amount  of 
twentg  pounds  ?  Lor,  ii  deed,  the 
bulk  of  us  plebeians  will  raiely 
have  a  fuit  of  greater  magnitude 
than  twenty  poinds.  Therefore, 
we,  who  are  no  (peculators  the 
poorer  and  more  numerous  part  of 
tiie  community  fland  nu>  an  equal 
chance  to  have  jultice  done  us  ;  as 

the  great  and  opulent  few..  

Our  only  confolation  that  is  left 
us,  is,  that  we  are  not  yet  depri- 
ved of  the  right  of  a  ju  y.  If  ever 
we  Ihould  unhappily  be  depi  ived 
of  this  palladium,  of  t  his  ineltima- 
ble  privilege  ;  1  would  advife  eve- 
ry honelt  man,  inltantly,  to  leave 
this  State  for  ever.  But  hark  i 
methinks  I  hear  lome  of  our  migh- 
ty ones  balking  in  the  rav  s  of  pow- 
er, cry  o«t,  <  the  writer  of  this  is 
fome  poor,  defpic  able,  difappoint- 
ed  wretch;  and  the  efore  unwor- 
thy any  one's  regard.'— But,  left
